d. Raised the question of the establishment of a Board to act on all 
proposed promotions to Supergrades, and approved the formation of such a 
Board, to be composed of DDCI, DD/P, OD/I, QD/A, AD/CO, AD/P and the Director 
of Training as Members, the Inspector General, Director of Security and Chief 
Medical Officer, as Advisors. There was considerable discussion as to the 
terms of reference of this Board and promotions in general. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
noted he had prepared a paper on the whole Career Management Program, which 
is now in the hands of DCI and DDCI. The Director expressed the opinion tuat 
this problem was one of considerable magnitude and indicated he wished to 
move in on it at the earliest possible date.
